THE FORCE OF NATURE, 








A NARBKATIVE, 


om Fupécta, an only daugbter, was bred op unde 


the auspices of Altheria, a lady equally distia 
guished by bor prety as a christian, aud her af 
fection as a pareet. The temper and geniu 
of the daughter were naturally warm and sus 
ceptible. The « flices and daties of re:igrom hac 
habitually inspired her with such a zealous and 
fervent devotion, that ehe seemed to have no 
bappiness that did not flow from those exercises 
aud attentions that religion required. 

Her knowledve of books was liule, of human 
nature jess. She had, notwithstanding, con- 
ceived an infinite contempt for that world to 
which she was utterly a stranger ; and conclad- 
ed that to enter into the interests and engage- 
ments of society, would be a voluntary sacrifice 
to vice and folly. 

Eudocia was, in natural good sense, beauty, 
and a sweetness of disposition, equalled by few 
women of her time. These qualities engaged 
the affections of Alphenor, a gen:leman whose 
genius and penetration gave him a kind of in- 
tuitive knowledge of the buman heart.

With the same hind of eathisiectic pleasure 
she watked through the several apartments of 
ber house, consecrating each with a kind of pe- 
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lation. Inthe former*case I should appear @ 
veak and unsteady creature to Alpheaor; ig 
he latter 1 should become ia*upporiable to myr 
self.”” 

While she was thus meditating dn what mane 
ner she should receive her friend, the time ape 
pointed for his visit was at hand—but Alphenot 
did dot appear. Master of every key tothe bu- 
man heart, he knew that if by delaying his visiz 
to Eedocia, he gave it the appearance of uncer- 
tainty, that uncertsiaty woud probably create 
an anxiety on ber part which might not be uu- 
favourable to his design.
